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UNIVERSITY TO SHARE IN 
TELESCOPE PROJECT 


The University of Alberta is now part 
owner of part of a telescope project. As a 
member of Westar. a consortium of 
six Canadian universities, it has inherited a 
share of a 17.5 ton quartz disc 157 inches 
in diameter and two feet thick, a specially 
designed machine to grind the blank to 
its required contour to a precision of one 
millionth of an inch, and a 100-inch diameter 
aluminum test mirror. These assets, along 
with a winding road in British Columbia 
leading to a mountain peak site, were given 
to Westar by the federal government. 

The six universities involved at present in 
the consortium are the Universities of 
Lethbridge, Calgary. Alberta, Victoria, British 
Columbia, and Queen’s University. Laval 
University and York University are expected 
to join the group in the near future. 

The project. previously the Queen 
Elizabeth II telescope project, was laid aside 
by the federal government two years ago 
as an austerity measure. To continue the 
project. the consortium must raise $10 million 
over the next six years. This will be 
necessary to polish the mirror and build an 
observatory building and dome. 

The site chosen for the new telescope 
on Mount Kobau, a 6.200 foot peak near 
Osoyoos, British Columbia. is ideal for an 
observatory because of its height and the 
clearness of the air in the unsettled area. A 
road costing $2 million has been built up 
the mountain, where a minimum observatory 
is operating now. This road is the highest 
high-gear road in British Columbia. 

J. A. Jacoss, Killam Memorial Professor. 
and J. SAMPLE, Professor and Chairman of 
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Physics, represent The University of Alberta 
on the Board of Directors of Westar. 

Dr. Jacobs travelled to Vancouver the 
weekend of June 13 to attend the meeting 
where J. J. GREENE, Energy and Resources 
Minister, turned over the assets of the project 
to the consortium. The University of British 
Columbia will act as trustees, storing the 

one million dollar assets in its Research 
Building. 

Westar will control the only sizable 
telescope west of Toronto. It will be used by 
the members of Westar in co-operation 
with the astronomers at the Dominion 
Astrophysical Observatory in Victoria. a 
section of the Astrophysical Branch of 
the National Research Council. 


NO HOLDS BARRED FOR 
WORLD WRESTLERS 

The World Amateur Wrestling 
Championships will be held at the University 
Rink, July 4 to 11. 

The championships. with some five 
hundred athletes and delegates from more 
than forty countries, are sponsored by 
the World Amateur Wrestling Association 
(FILA), in conjunction with the Canadian 
Amateur Wrestling Association and the 
organizing committee in Edmonton. 

The United States and Russia are favorites 
to win team titles. but their wrestlers will 
have to contend with teams from countries 
as remote as Mongolia, Afghanistan, the 
Congo, Korea, and India. Interpreters for the 
delegates have been found among 
Edmonton’s ethnic groups. JOHN BELMONT, 
Chairman of the Edmonton committee, 
still requires volunteers to help with teams 
from the Congo, Bulgaria. Romania, and 
South-American Spanish and Portuguese- 
speaking countries. 

Competitions will be carried out in two 
main styles of wrestling. the Greco-Roman 
style and the free style. The basic difference 
in these two styles is that Greco-Roman 
involves holds above the waist only, while in 
free style any legal hold may be used. 

The Canadian team is expected to make 
its best showing in the free style. a faster, 
lighter manner of wrestling. 

Finals in Greco-Roman wrestling will be 
8 p.m.. July 6, and finals in free style 
will be 8 p.m., July 11. Tickets in Edmonton 
are available at the ticket office at McAuley 
Plaza, Mike’s Cigar Store, Hub Cigar 
Store, and from club members. 


CONSTRUCTION REPORT 

According to the June 15 Progress Report 
of the Campus Development Office, the 
addition to the Physical Education and 


Recreation Centre is 95 per cent complete 
and all trades are making preparations 

to complete deficiencies for inspection. 
Completion schedule for the structure has 
been moved ahead to July 13. partly because 
certain materials ordered a year ago have 

not been delivered yet. 

Corrective work on the concrete slabs of 
the first car park was to have been finished 
by June 15. At present the contractor is 
working on other deficiencies and it is hoped 
that a final acceptance inspection can 
be made by the end of the month. 

The Central Academic Building is more 
than two-thirds complete and is proceeding 
according to schedule. The walkover to 
the Cameron Library is being formed and 
will be poured within the next two weeks. The 
completion schedule for the building has 
been moved ahead from September | to 
September 15. 

The Basic Medical Sciences Building is 
20 per cent complete. The job is proceeding 
well and according to schedule (completion 
date, September, 1971) and no major setbacks 
are expected. 

The Law Centre also is 20 per cent 
complete. The second floor slab was listed as 
35 per cent complete and forming is 
under way for the third floor slab. 

Excavation for the second car park will 
commence when the site is clear. Old 
faculty houses number 7, 8. 9, and 10 have 
been removed and the contractor for the Deep 
Sewer Tunnel project in that area moved 
out from the working shaft June 15. 

The ubiquitous utilities construction 
projects all seem to be proceeding well. 
Phases II and HI of the Deep Tunnel Sewer, 
located respectively on 112 Street and 116 
Street near the Engineering Centre, 
each are 90 per cent complete. Phase IV of 
the Trunk Sewer, near the Mewburn 
Pavilion on 87 Avenue, is 98 per cent 
complete and scheduled to be finished by the 
end of this month. Work on phase Va 
of the Utilities Sewer System is underway 
on the section on 114 Street and west, 
the 89 Avenue portion being 98 per cent 
complete. Phase Ila of the Utilities Services 
Tunnel, in the region of 114 Street and 
the Nurses’ Residence. is 73 per cent complete 
and one and one half months behind 
schedule (contract completion date was 
June 6). Phase IIb of the tunnel, underway 
by the Central Academic Building and 
by Rutherford Library, is 22 per cent 
complete, with a contract completion schedu! 
for March, 1971. Phase IIc of the tunnel, 
on 114 Street and on 112 Street past 
St. Stephen’s College, is 12 per cent finished 
and scheduled for completion next spring. 
Excavation for phase Vb of the Utilities

Sewer System is well under way and 
tunneling under 112 Street at 89 Avenue is 
in progress. This project is 15 per cent 
complete and should be finished by the end 
cf August. 

Two of the projects in planning stages 
will be tendered this summer, the Fine Arts 
Building in July and the Students’ Union 
Housing development in August.
